JAY-WALKING TAKES 
LARGE TOLL AMONG 
TRAFFIC CASUALTIES 

5 Per Cent of Accidents 


Caused by Running 
Into Sides of Cars. 


PEOPLE ARE GROWING 
UNAWARE OF DANGER 


Using Streets for Sidewalks 
‘and Nervousness Also 
Claim Lives. 


Approximately 5 per cent of the traf- 
fic casualties in Washington are caused 
by pedestrians deliberately walking or 
running into the sides of moving motor 
vehicles, M. O. Eldridge, assistant direc- 
tor of traffic, declared yesterday. 

This cause of fatalities and injuries 
to pedestrians may be regarded gener- 
ally as jaywalking in its most advanced 
form, since the pedestrian usually is 
crossing the street between intersec- 
tions when he deliberately runs or 
walks into the side of a moving vehicle. 

According to Mr. Eldridge, several 
pedestrians have been killed in Wash- 


‘ington in the last year as the regult 


of moving into the side of passing 
vehicles after the front of the vehicle 
had passed them. 

Since approximately 5 per cent of all 
traffic accidents are due to this cause, 
it may be concluded that one traffic 
fatality out of every twenty proceeds 
from it. 

That such a thing should occur rarely 
among pedestrians who are incompe- 
tent in the streets might be regarded 
as natural. But that it should occur 
commonly strikes the average observer 
with something like astonishment. 

It is, therefore, actually true that 5 
per cent of traffic casualties are 
caused, not by motor vehicles striking 
pedestrians, but by pedestrians collid- 
ing with motor vehicles. 


Jaywalking Kills Many. 


This surprising thoughtlessness on 
the part of pedestrians is emphasized 
by cold black and white firures, which 
show that last year 22 pedestrians were 
killed and 359 maimed and injured 
while jaywalking in the streets. In the 
majority of these cases the fault was 
their own. In other words, although 
the power of prevention lay to some 
degree with the motorist, and the mo- 
torist was therefore to blame to the 
extent that he possessed power of pre-

Geneva, July 18 (A.P.).—Twelve 
10,000-ton cruisers for the United 
States, twelve for Great Britain and 
eight for Japan—such is the tentative 
agreement reported to have been 
reached today at a private meeting of 
the chief delegates to the tripartite 
naval conference. 

Despite the fact that the conference 
has been revivified by the mediation of 
the Japanese and the conciilatory atti- 
tude of the British, difficulties are cer- 
tain to be encountered, and must be 
overcome before the success of the par- 
ley can be proclaimed assured. 

Now that Great Britain has come 
down “handsomely,” as one observer 
put it, in total tonnage figures and met 
the American views in this respect, the 
outstanding problem to be solved is 
the size of the smaller cruisers and the 
size of the guns to be mounted on 
these. 

The British spokesman said tonight 

‘at it would be exceedingly difficult 
tur Great Britain to obtain’ even the 
reduced number of cruisers, as now 
proposed, unless the Americans and 
Japanese agreed to lessen the displace- 
ment in the second category of cruisers

Water Supply Short, Hatfield Scorns Surrender Note, 
Ocotal Official Writes President Diaz—Praises 
Accurate Fire of Americans in Battle. 


Managua, Nicaragua, July 18 (A.P.).— 
A graphicfaccount of the engagement 
between the American Marines and Nic- 
araguan Constabulary and Gen. San- 
dino’s rebel forces at Ocotal has 
been sent by Arnaldo Ramirez Abaunza, 
jefe politico of Ocotal, to President 
Adolfo Diaz by airplane. He declares 
the bdttle as one of the fiercest in the 
history of Nicaragua. 

Sandinc opened fire on the _ city 
from all directions at 1 o'clock Satur- 
day morning. There were shouts and 
cheers for Sandino and “Death to the 
Americans.”

Seeking Beaten Force. 


Managua, Nicaragua, July 18 (A-P.). 
a scant two-score of American Marines, 
supported by a few more than that 
number of marine-trained and led na- 
tive constabulary, hold the bloody field 
of Ocotol, scene of the first decisive 
engagement in the country since the 
occupation. 

One marine is dead, another seriously 
injured, and one member of the con- 
stabulary has been treated for severe 
hurts. Of the attacking force of 500, 
under the recalcitrant Liberal, Gen. 
Sandino, which tried, during 17 hours 
Sunday, to enter the town of Ocotal, 
300 lie dead outside the town and 100 
are wounded. Hordes of vultures al- 
ready sweep over the hotly contested 
field. 

Private Michael A. Obleski, of Rau- 
lette, Pa., was killed, and Private Charles 
Sidney Garrison, of Asheville, N. C., was 
seriously wounded. Garrison’s chances 
for recovery, however, are said to be 
good. He was brought to Managua 
from Ocotal by airplane, together with 
a wounded member of the constabulary. 

The battle might have terminated in 
different fashion had it not been for 
two scouting planes from Managua. 
Swinging across the country on a rou- 
tine “look-see,” the machines traversed 
the lines after the fighting had pro- 
gressed several hours, and brought 
word here. 


Use Guns and Bombs. 


A squadron of five bombers was or- 
dered out at once by Brig. Gen. Logan 
Feland. Driving full speed the 110 
miles intervening, despite a_ tropical 
storm, they swung low across the at- 
tacking lines, raking riflemen and ma- 
chine gunners with point-blank fire. 
One bomb dropped into a group of 
skirmishers killed 30. As _ successive 
charges detonated, Gen. Sandino’s fol- 
lowers threw away their arms and fied. 

Tonight the general is believed to be 
fleeing to the fastnesses of the North- 
east with a handful of men. 

A private report, received by the 
president from the Jefe Politico at 
Ocotal, describes the .ighting as terrific. 
Gen. Sandino is believed to have had 
more than 500 men, which would mean 
that the little body of 39 marines and 
47 members of the constabulary were 
outnumbered 5 to 1. 

Ocotal has the appearance of a big 
graveyard. The authorities are cleaning 
up the city as rapidly as possible, fear- 
ing an epidemic. Flocks of great vul- 
tures reached the bodies, which were at 
some distance from Ocotal, before the 
burial parties could arrive on the scene. 


New Attack Doubted. 
Gunnery Sergeant Albert S. Munson 


telephoned to Managua late this after- 


noon that Gen. Sandino had renewed 
the attack on Ocotal, but the officers 
of the United States Marines were dis- 
inclined to believe this, stating the 
message evidently was garbled. 

Marine Gunner Michael Wodarzcyk 
returned from a patrol mission today, 
and on landing at Ocotal he reported 
that, while looking for Gen. Sandino, 
he saw a group of men southwest of 
San Fernando, circled over them and 
dropped a bomb after he had been 
fired on. Sergt. Munsch accompanied 
Wodarzcyk in another plane. 

Just after the planes were fired on, 
Wodarzcyk lost Munsch, and the last 
he saw of the’sergeant he was going 
down. Returning to Ocotal, Wodarzcyk 
found Munsch and his plane on the 
field, a bullet having punctured his gas 
tank. A bullet also went through 
Munsch’'s pistol holster. 

Wodarzcyk’s plane was hit three 
times, one bullet narrowly missing his 
leg. 

Maj. Hatfield reported this evening 
that all was well, that there were 100 
wounded rebels in the town, and that 
a column undér Maj. Floyd was march- 
ing on Ocotal.to prevent reorganization 
of Sandino’s forces. 

Late reports have confirmed that 
Juan Gregorio Calandras, one of San- 
dino’s chiefs, was killed in the fighting 
Saturday and that his followers de- 
serted Sandino.

Drive on Shantung Held Up. 


Peking, July 18 (A.P.).—Advices re- 
ceived here indicate that Gen. Chiang 
Kai-shek, commander in chief of the 
Nanking Nationalists, has abandoned, 
at least temporarily, his attempt to 
conquer the Province of Shantung. 

An armistice on the Shantung front, 
which is one of the main lines between 
the southerners and their objectives 
Tientsin and Peking, is stated to be 
operative, although it has not yet been 
announced. 

Official and foreign reports state that 
the Shantungese have reoccupied a half 
dozen important towns in southern 
Shantung and since no actual conflict 
has ‘been reported the assumption here 
is that this reoccupation is a result of 
the wholesale withdrawal of the south- 
erners. 

(A Reuter dispatch from Peking 
based on Chinese reports last Saturday 


said that an armistice between Gen. 


Chiang Kai-shek and Gen. Chang 
Tsung-chang, the Northern commander 
in Shantung, had been arranged.) 

The northerners interpret this latest 
development as being based partly on 
the failure of the Nationalists to pierce 
the Shantungese defenses in operations 
which cost them thousands of casual- 
ties, chiefly at the hands of the White 
Russians attached to the forces of 
Chang Tsung-Chang in the region of 
Lincheng.

CAPTAINCY OR BETTER 


Teterboro Airport, N. J., July 18 
(A.P.).—Clarence D. Chamberlin to- 
day returned to the State’where he 
carried on his aeronautical experiments 
for many years and learned that he 
was to receive a commission in a pro- 
posed aviation unit of the New Jersey 
National Guard. A crowd estimated at 
12,000 persons greeted the flier.

He finally reached 
the platform. 

“We are about to add an aeronauti- 
cal unit to our National Guard and 
trust when everything is ready you will 
consider the acceptance of a commis- 
sion in that branch,” Gov. A. Harry 
Moore said in a letter read by Brig. 
Gen. Frederick Gilkyson, his represen- 
tative. 

Gen. Gilkyson said that Chamberlin 
would be asked to head the unit and 
that the commission would at least 
be that of a captaincy. 


Near Panic in Berlin 


Berlin, July 18 (A.P.).—A harmless 
ring snake caused a near-panic here 
and mobilized the fire department for 
its capture.

That men and women possessing ex- 
perience and human faculties should 
commit unwitting suicide by walking 
into the side of a moving vehicle on 
the street may be attributed chiefly 
Oo one major condition, which is by 
far the most dangerous tendency of 
the time and the one that should be 
fought most assiduously, in view of 
the constant and increasing traffic 
menace; that is, the loss of con- 
sciousness of danger. Pedestrians 
becoming accustomed to traffic 
haveeforgotten the danger that lurks 
in the wheels of every motor vehicle. 
Few of them, indeed, would walk 
thoughtlessly across a network of rail- 
road trackg on which locomotives were 
constantly rushing past. But they will 
walk thoughtlessly in the streets in the 
midst of an equal and similar danger. 


Like Chinese with Tigers. 


It is impossible for a locomotive to 
kill @ person more thoroughly than a 
motor vehicle. And, on the other hand, 
should it become an established prac- 
tice for pedestrians to crosa networks 
of railroad tracks with locomotives 
rushing past, they should probably in 
time come to walk thoughtlessly across 
just as they now do in the streets. 

Then the locamotives would take \a 
greater annual toll and nobody would 
be interested, except the relatives and 
friends of the persons killed. Traffic 
Bureau officials would make desperate 
attempts to arouse pedestrians to a 
sense of danger. Newspaper articles 
would be written, with the result that 
now prevails, that the magnet of speech 
would find counterpart grains of wis- 
dom’s gold hidden in a few, and would 
draw them to a nucleus, and perhaps 
do some good, 

Pedestrians are to traffic, it is said, as 
Chinese are to tigers. According to 
the story, told by way of illustration, 
a traveler in western China, stopping 
in a remote village, observed a Chinese 
walking along a path, bordering along 
a tract of high grass, chewing a stalk 
of cane. Suddenly a tiger sprang like 
lightning from the grass, but missed 
the Chinese, his intended quarry. The 
Chinese, barely aroused from his ab- 
sent-minded stupor, merely waved at 
the humiliated tiger with the stalk 
of cane and walked on, chewing it. 


Walking in Street Risky. 


The statement was made many years 
ago by game hunters, endeavoring to 
show that lions are half-way indifferent 
to human visitors who are not molest- 


ing them, that a traveler not engaged | 
in hunting is in far less danger in the! 


presence of a lion in Africa than he 
would be in the midst of New York 
traffic.

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THE FIGHT ON ILLITERACY. 

The fight against illiteracy was designed in 
its inception to provide educational facilities 
for children everywhere in the United States. 
It not until this had been accomplished 
that the realization came that there was still 
far beyond age, to be 

was especially true in the 
South, where had been an unknown 
quantity for genérations in the mountain 
regions. There were many families where only 
the children could read and write, and the 
parents’ learned the world’s progress 
through their offspring. 

This problem is now being met in virtually 
all communities. The “moonlight’’ schools, 
so called because their classes meet after dark, 
have brought elementary education to thou- 
sands of individuals 1ad been without 
hope of Knowledge. Women with babies in 
their arms and grandfathers with but a few 
more years of life, have attended these schools 
and discovered that reading and writing were 
not the miraculous thought, but 
merely matters of a little study. 

Fully as important as the decrease in illit- 
eracy the advances that have been made 
along other lines because of the Knowledge 
that the ‘‘moonlight’’ schools have brought. 
The students have been able to comprehend 
the benefits of such things as good roads, 
school libraries and other civic improvements 
which they resented blindly before the new 
vistas were opened to them. Local authorities 
all through the South have been convinced, 
through what already has been done, that the 
spread of literacy will more than repay them 
for money spent on it.

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EXTENDING HUMAN LIFE, 

The August issue of the Century Magazine 
contains an article from the pen of Edward 
Alsworth Ross, noted sociologist and editor 
of the American Journal of Sociology, having 
to do with the eradication of communicable 
disease. It is his opinion that within this 
science will have so eradicated com- 
municable disease that the average life expect- 
ancy will be raised to at least 70 years. The 
major diseases which have been feared by 
man in the past—tuberculosis, malaria, yellow 
fever, diphtheria, bubonic plague and others— 
have been checked, and the prospect is bright 
that within a lifetime all the chief mass-slayers 
will have been laid low. 

The annual report of the Milbank Memorial 
Fund, just made public, contains the state- 
ment: “‘Except in the prevention of yellow 
fever, few:of the great discoveries of preven- 
tive medicine are anywhere nearly fully ap- 
plied. Compared with its notably effective 
production service in the laboratories of the 
“world, the health field has a conspicuously in- 
effective distribution service.’’ The criticism 
is fully justified, although the situation today 
is not alarming. 

Application of the more recent discoveries 
of medicine has just. begun. The Public 
Health Service, for instance, despite its years 
of accomplishment, is just beginning to be as 
valuable and powerful as it has every reason 
to ‘be. Several American foundations and 
many National, State and. local philanthropie 
organizations which lwave been rendering valu- 
able service for years, today stand on the 
threshold of even greater accomplishment. 
Such institutions, representing millions of 
dollars In capital, are devoting a considerable

In 1901 the average American life expect- 
ancy was 51 years. Today it is 60 years.

AUTO AFFECTS RAILWAYS. 


AS THE 


Evidence of the inroads of motor vehicle 
transportation upon the passenger business of 


the railroads is emphasized in an article in 


the Railway Age commenting upon the pas- 
senger earnings of the railways for the cur- 
rent year to date. 

‘While freight business has 
thus far this year than last,’ the edi- 
torial, ‘‘passenger business, which increased 
in the early months of 1926, has resumed its 
decline. The most marked decline has oc- 
curred in the Southern region. In that terri- 
tory travel by rail, owing to the Florida boom 
and other causes, actually increased in 1925 
and in the early part of 1926, but in the first 
four months of the present year it declined 
almost 15 per cent. In the entire country 
railway passenger earnings declined 
$329,290,000 to $314,888,000.” 

The mag&zine explains that while most of 
the loss was in day coach business, there was 
also a loss in the receipts from sleeping car 
business for'the first time in some years. The 
loss in the former is stated at $12,400,000, 
while the depreciation in receipts from sleep- 
ing car’ service was $3,200,000, or a total 
loss of $15,600,000 for the four months, as 
compared with the corresponding period of 
last year. This indicates a total falling off in 
passenger receipts for the year 1927 of ap- 
proximately $50,000,000.

DEAD SEA FRUIT. 


Although the United States maintains five 


seismological observation stations, which are 
located in Maryland, Arizona, Alaska, Califor- 
nia and Hawaii, there was no official record of 
the disturbance in Palestine, which wrought 
such serious damage. 

It is explained that the reason why the 
shock was not recorded by any American in- 
struments is that the disturbance was purely 
local and did not extend into the earth to a 
greater depth than one mile. But commercial 
as well as scientific interest in the full report 
of the upheaval is awaited with great interest, 
because it is believed that the commotion may 
have affected to a greater or less extent the 
level of the Dead Sea. Enormous chemical 
deposits, the most important of which are 
potash and bromin, are known to be contained 
within that sea. | 

During the centuries of Turkish control all 
efforts to persuade the Sultan to permit the 
deposits to be exploited were without result. 
But since Great Britain took the mandate for 
Palestine careful estimates of the possibilities 
for recovery of the salts have been made by 
some of the foremost experts of the world. 
These experts have reported that the potential 
tonnage to be obtained amounts to 1,300,000.- 
000 tons of potash, 853,000,000 tons of 
bromin and enormous supplies of salt, gypsum, 
calcium chloride and magnesium chloride, the 
value of which at current quotations is stated’ 
to be $1,267,620,000,000. The British colonial 
Office, acting with the Palestine administration, 
has the power to grant concessions, and tenders 
have been invited for the recovery of the salts. 

It is expected that work will shortly be 
authorized and'‘that the development will not 
only add millions of dollars to the treasury of 
Palestine and afford employment for thou- 
sands, but will serve to furnish potash to the 
entire world at prices far below those exacted 
by the German and French syndicates, which 
today control the product, including that of 
Poland, Russia and Spain. 

The task of awarding the franchise has oc- 
cupied the authorities of London and Jeru- 
salem for some months. The problem to be 
solved, which is of so much interest to Ameri- 
cans, is, how far below the present prices shall 
the price of the Palestinian products be fixed 
to meet the demands of agriculture throughout 
the world?

Leaving cards when you go yourself 
to any afternoon tea, or reception, is 
not obligatory. It became a custom 
(only in large places and at large in- 
formal gatherings) because the guest 
among a crowd of guests thought her 
coming might be forgotten; or be- 
cause, perhaps, one member of a family 
felt she should leave the cards of other 
members who could not be present. 
These cards, when looked over after- 
ward, indicatd that the people whose 
names were on them had been there 
themselves, or been by proxy, to the en- 
tertainment and would be likely to at- 
tend another if invited. It was just a 
means of registering their appearance. 
Among friends and in small places, it is 
not necessary. And it does not do away 
with the politeness of 1 -ving cards at 
the house afterward. 

In the case of the lady who wrote to 
me, if she wishes to leave cards, she 
could leave her mother’s and her own 
in one set for the hostesses—two of 
each would be enough—even one of 
eaach—and another set for tne bride. 
if the writer were married she would 
‘eave ome of her own and two of her 
nusband’s for the bride and groom, 
and the same for the hostesses. She 
sould bend the set for the hostesses 
half way across, if she liked, which is 
sometimes taken as a sign that cards 
are left for several people.

National Bank Notes Discussed. 


After more than 60 years of continu- 
ous service to business and to the Gov- 
ernment, the national bank note faces 
an uncertain future, according to E. E. 
Mountjoy, deputy manager of the 
American Bankers Association. Whether 
it will retain its important place in 
our monetary system or be supplanted 
by another, not of greater. utility, is 
problematic, Mr. Mountjoy writes in the 
current number of the American Bank- 
ers Association Journal. 

“Complete retirement can not be ef- 
fected prior to 1930. However, the near 
approach of that year has given rise 
to much discussion and to many peti- 
tions by national banks for retention 
of their issue privilege. 

“Should national bank notes be elim- 
inated, necessarily their place would be 
taken by Federal Reserve notes. When

The national banking system rests 
upon the basic law of 1864, enacted to 
provide a national currency secured by 
United States bonds, Mr. 
Mountjoy points out. The enactment

Dredging for Arlington Struc- 
ture at Columbia Island 
Virtually Complete. 


The National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission will make a study of 
the region between Highway and Key 
bridges for the purpose of coordinating 
treatment of land with that 
the Virginia the Arlington 
Memorial Bridge 

Dredging operations around Columbia 
Island, where one outlet of the bridge 
will connect with Lee Highway, are now 
virtually complete, and execution of 
plans for removing the Arlington ex- 
perimental gardens from between Ar- 
lington National Cemetery and the 
river to another site will follow. 

Plans are afoot in Arlington County 
for development of the area between 
Rosslyn and the Virginia end of Arling- 
ton Bridge, this being urged by the 
commission of fine arts last year, with 
plaza treatment of the section at the 
Virginia end of Key Bridge. 

Removal of the experimental farm 
and joining of the roadway from the 
Memorial Bridge with Lee Highway and 
the north end of Mount Vernon boule- 
vard have received approval of the War 
Department, the park and planning and 
fine arts commissions, the plan of the 
latter including a waterside drive be- 
tween the Highway and Key bridges, in- 
cluding Columbia and Analostan is- 
lands.

Await Filtration Plant Open- 


ing at Dalecarlia to 
Drain Conduit. 


When the new filtration plant at 
Dalecarlia goes into service in the next 
few months, engineers of the Washing- 
ton aqueduct plan to drain and inspect 
the old Lydecker tunnel now carrying 
the city’s water supply from George- 
town to McMillan Park filtration plant.

APPEALED 10 COOLIDGE 


President Steward, of Federal 
Employes Federation, Acts 
in Union Dispute. 


CITES PREVIOUS RECORD 


Following the ultimatum of the per- 
sonnel classification board to deal with 
no representatives of Federal workers’ 
unions or other persons not in Govern- 
ment service in prosecution of appeals 
for reallocation, the National Federa- 


tion of Federal Employes yesterday ap- 
pealed to President Coolidge on the de- 
cision, 

The President was informed by Presi- 
dent Luther C. Steward, of the federa- 
tion, that in denying Federal employes 
opportunity to present their grievances 
through representatives of their own 
choosing, the classification board takes 
a stand at variance with the chief 
executive and every administrative of- 
ficer of the executive branch. 

The President was informed further 
that as a large number of employes are 
affected in the case in question, the 
appeal of women workers of the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing for re- 
hearing on reallocation involving pay 
raises and reclassification, a rule where- 
by each individual concerned must ap- 
pear personally, is tantamount to de- 
priving them of opportunity for collec- 
tive presentation of their grievances. 

President Steward expressed belief 
that past experience with President 
Coolidge on matters concerning Federal 
employes, assured the federation that 
any attempt to deprive them of the 
foregoing right as contemplated by 
statute would not merit his approval,

Seceding members of District of Co- 
lumbia Lodge, No. 2037, Brotherhood of 
Railway & Stearship Clerks, Freight 
Handlers, Express and Station Employes; 
will be required to account to the re- 
maining members for the assets, books 
and records of the lodge, according to 
an opinion yesterday by Justice Bailey 
in Equity Court. 

According to the complaint filed by 
Francis R. Ihrie, Charles M, Byars, C. G. 
Merrill, H. W. Grinder and Haywood 
M. Moore, “a rump outlaw movement” 
was effected by Luther H. Adair, W. A 
Chandler, Frank P. Deming, A. L. Bond, 
John L. Saxton a.d L. H. Taindall, 
members of the lodge, and another lodge 
started along the same lines as the 
one these defendants left. The lodge 
could not be dissolved as long as five 
members objected, according to the 
terms of the charter, the court was in- 
formed. The seceding members took 
with them more than $1,000 and the 
books and records of the original lodge, 
it was charged. 

The court decided the plaintiffs are 
entitled to an accounting from the de- 
fendants. The secession took place in 
August, 1925, it was stated. Attorney 
Charles A. Schaeffer appeared for the 
plaintiffs.

POLICE GIVEN CREDIT 
FOR LIQUOR SEIZURES 


Citizens’ Service League Of- 
ficial Reports 4,800 Quarts 
Found in July to Date. 


Washington police confiscated as 
much Hquor in the first two weeks of 
July as they seized in the entire month 
of June, Harry Douthitt, field secre- 
tary for the Citizens Service Associa- 
tion, declared yesterday in defending 
progress made by the organization 
since it was instituted. 

“We wouldn’t attempt, however, to 
estimate the number of cases in which 
we have played a part,’’ he said. “We 
are willing that the police be given 
credit for every one.” 

The association maintains a huge 
graph, on which it enters the number 
of liquor seizures each day, with the 
number of violations of the prohibi- 
tion law. Accorditig to the graph, 
4,800 quarts have been seized in July 
to date, whereas but 5,000 were taken 
in June. There were 233 arrests in 
June and 150 recorded thus far in 
July. Douthitt expressed doubt that 
the association would ever release for 
publication the names of its members. 
He declared, however, trct its rosters 
will be open to any one who wishes to 
ascertain the membership of any given 
person. New recruits are enrolled in 
the organization each day, he asserted.

G. Palmer, 349 Maryland avenue south- 
west, to continue to hold office as 
president. 

Mrs. Palmer yesterday was cited on 
complaint of the Rev. C. Ernest Smith, 
pastor of St. Thomas Episcopal Church, 
former president of the Humane So- 
ciety, who charged the election of Mrs. 
Palmer is null and void. 

Justice James F. Smith ordered Mrs. 
Palmer to appear twenty days after 
service of a subpoena and copy of Dr. 
Smith’s complaint to show cause why 
she should not be ousted and to ex- 
plain how she came to be elected. 

Dr. Smith had been president of the 
Humane Society for many years prior 
to the meeting of April 1, he stated, 
when Mrs. Palmer and her ticket were 
elected. Dr. Smith presided at this 
meeting and, according to his com- 
plaint, he would have been reelected 
had not three nonmembers voted. A 
motion to reelect virtually all of the 
Officers was defeated by a vote of 20 to 
17, Dr Smith said, and the three non- 
members were responsible for the de- 
feat. If these nonmembers had not 
voted, it is asserted, Dr. Smith as presi- 
dent could have ended what would 
have been a tie vote and would have 
been reelected. After defeat of this 
motion, Dr. Smith said, Mrs. Palmer 
and her ticket were elected by a rising 
vote 

Attorney General John G. Sargent

FLYING PROMOTER HITS 
ARMY AIRPORT OGHEME 


Gravelly Point Approval Plan 
to Obtain Dredging 
Funds, Says Cassidy. 


WRITES TO CITY HEADS 


J. Edward Cassidy, director general of 
the United States Air Force Associa- 
tion, in a letter to the District Com- 
missioners yesterday, charged the War 
Department with advocating the 
Gravelly Point site for a municipal air- 
port as “part of a scheme to get money 
to spend on dredging and on the pro- 
posed plan of a highway to Mount Ver- 
non costing millions of dollars. Mr. 
Cassidy favors the Benning race track 
'as an airport site. His letter said: 

“It is noted that this ‘approval’ 
specified an annual appropriation of 
$150,000, which-is another method of 
the War Department in putting out a 


smoke screen to fool the public into 
thinking the proposition is going to 
cost little or nothing, instead of $2,- 
000,000 to $2,500,000. 

“If the District Commissioners desire 
to be honest to the ptiblic they will 
state the facts which may be briefly 
summarized as follows: 

“1. The adoption of the Gravelly 
Point site means that not less than 
five years and more likely ten years 
| will elapse before the District can have 
an adequate airport. 

“2. The $150,000 appropriation speci- 
fied is only camouflage and would not 
even be sufficient to get the project 
started. 

“8. The cost of the Gravelly Point 
project will run from $2,000,000 to 
$2,500,000. 

“4.'The War Department has decreed 
this as a means of getting large appro- 
priations out of Congress for its ac- 
tivities. 

“5. That stringing out the work for 
five years is a War Department dredging 
scheme is evidenced by the statement 
of Maj Covell that he is ‘confident it 
would meet with the approval of the 
War Department.’ 

“6. The proposition of providing an 
adequate airport within a reasonable 
time has received little or no atten- 
tion, the whole proposition being made 
secondary to the War Department 
schemes for dredging appropriations. 

“7? The commissioners are willing to 
sacrifice aviation needs to the War De- 
partment dredging schemes and affairs 
of the District are under complete con- 
trol of the War Department.” 

Cassidy in his letter asserts that the 
National Park and Planning Commis- 
sion also is controlled by the War De- 
partment. The letter was made public 
by Commissioner Proctor L. Dougherty. 


AMERICAN CONSUL 
IN MEXICO SHOT 


Attempt to Assassinate Chap- 
man Made Without In- 
tent to Rob. 


William E. Chapman, American Con- 
sul at Puerto, Mexico, was shot and 
seriously wounded Sunday morning by 
Mexican plotters whose aim was to as- 
sassinate the American official and who 
made no attempt at robbery. Informa- 
tion to this effect has been forwarded 
to the State Department by the Ameri- 
can Embassy at Mexico City, the em- 
bassy having received its information 
from J J. Sparks, the British Vice 
Consul at Puerto, Mexico : 

Early reports indicated that Chap- 
man was a victim of a Mexican robber 
or marauder and the regretable inci- 
dent appeared to be without political 
significance. A subsequent report. 
however, added a grave aspect to the 
affair by showing that the two Mexi- 
cans who entered Chapman’s house 
through the skylight over the kitchen 
made no demands upon him to deliver 
money or property, but sought only his 
life.

Motorbus Officials Given Until 
November to File Their 
Own Estimate. 


HEARINGS WILL BE HELD 


The Public Utilities Commission yes- 
terday made definite plans to set a 


valuation upon the property of the 
Washington Rapid Transit Co. before 
December 31. The motorbus company 
was given until November 1 to file its 
statement of value of its plant and th 
basis of its method of charging depre- 
ciation, together with supporting data 
in each case. 

Following this submission public 
hearing will be held and the commis- 
sion will enter an order fixing the offi- 
cial valuation and either approving the 
depreciation procedure or outlining an 
amended plan. No valuation has here- 
tofore been fixed for the bus properties 
by the commission. 

The Washington-Luray motorbus line 
was authorized to move its local ter- 
minal from the vicinity of the W. B. & 
A. trolley line terminal to C and Little 
Ninth streets northwest. 

The commission considered a request 
from Director of Traffic W. H. Harland 
that the street car companies be or- 
dered to place a traffic policeman at 
Ninth and U streets northwest. Capt, 
Robert G. Klotz, engineer for the com- 
mission, recommended that an auto- 
matic signal light be installed at 
Eighthteenth street and Columbia road 
northwest and that the traffic polic: 
man now there be transferred to Ninth 
and U streets. The commission in- 
structed Klotz to seek a conference 
with Harland and representatives of the 
two street car companies to see if they 
could agree on a plan.
